ABOARD ADM. HALL’S FLAG- 
SHIP, OFF NORMANDY, June 
9 (Delayed) (AP).—Before D-day 
there was a battery of six big 
guns planted on a cliff of an in- 
significant bit of Normandy pro- 
truding out into the Bay of the 
Seine. These former French long- 
range rifles were capable of throw- 
ing six-inch shells 10 or more 
miles out to sea and directly into 
the area in which transports were 
to gather for the start of the in- 
asion, 

Those guns never fired a shot 
for Hitler; they were silenced by 
courageous American Rangers. 


A light northwesterly wind in- 
creased slightly after dark, but 
the sea was calm on this side and 
only slightly disturbed off the 
French coast. The sky was over- 
cast, but the cloudbank was high 
and light. The temperature was 
50 degrees at 10 p. m. 

For a time during the afternoon 
the French coast was clearly vis-

in Normandy, June 7.— 


Thanks to the benevolent whim- 
sy of a portly, red-faced merchant 
navy skipper from Baltimore, 
bearing the resounding name of 
Capt. Andrew Jackson, I had the 
phenomenal good fortune of land- 
ing on the beachhead the day 
after D-day, a few hours after the 
last German resistance had been 
mopped up along shore and the 
area in the immediate vicinity. 


Jackson, master of ship X, 
which was loaded with invasion 
troops and military vehicles, an- 
chored several miles off shore. 
Army officers and men impatient 
to get into action were chafing 
bitterly over rumors that the pro- 
digious traffic congestion and 
complications ashore might delay 
landing for several days, The 
skipper, squatting in a chair, gaz- 
ing over the rail, turned suddenly 
about 4 o'clock this afternoon and 
asked casually, “Stokes, would you 
like to go ashore?” Almost 
speechless with astonishment I 
stammered that I would very 
much, 


“When?” I asked. 


“Right away,” he 
yelled, “Flags!” 

When the signal officer report- 
ed, ne said, “Ask the LCI (infan- 
try-landing ship) over there if it 
will take a correspondent ashore.” 


Because of the imposed radio 
silence and because the distance 
was too great to use a mega- 
phone, a blinker lamp quickly 
flashed dots and dashes and aft- 
er an interval an answer in kind 
was received. It was “yes.” 


Thousands of Vessels, 


Five minutes later I was clam- 
bering down a rope ladder with 
helmet, gas mask, typewriter and 
barracks bag, into a small land- 
ing craft which carried me to the 
big LCI. Taking off from the 
troop transport, reinforcements 
for assault divisions ashore raced 
swiftly through one section of the 
invasion fleet—an incredible pan- 
orama of thousands of vessels, 
battleships, cruisers, destroyers, 
transports of every type and size, 
hosts of landing craft of all 
kinds, It was the most imperial 
concentration of destructive ener- 
gy ever floated on water. 

The larger ships’ silver barrage 
balloons, attached by cable to their 
masts for protection against dive 
bombers, seemed almost as thick 
in the sky as a storm of snow- 
flakes. The Channel was fairly 
smooth and the sky overcast, the 
sun occasionally breaking through. 

The battleships, American and 
one French, were leisurely shell- 
ing the Normandy coast which 
was visible in the distance as a 
long strip of yellow sand from

Rows of flag-covered caskets of 
brown, polished wood lay at the 
bottom of mass graves opened by 
a steel-jawed steam shovel, 

As a double column of officers 
and enlisted men led by five chap- 
lains approached in a slow march, 
the English operator of the steam 
shovel stood silently in his cab, 
his hand clutching his cap, his 
black hair blowing in the wind.

INVASION SPEED 
PREVENTED BLOW 
AT BEAGHHEADS 


Nazis Used Reserves but 


Couldn’t Counterattack 
—Lost Chance in First 
Two Days.

(Delayed) (AP).—Four days after 


landing amidst bitter fighting on 
the beach, the American troops in 
this sector have launched an at- 
tack to push their bridgehead 
deeper into Normandy. 

This was accomplished by the 
unprecedented speed with which 
troops, guns and supplies were 
landed once the crust of the en- 
emy's opposition was broken. Nev- 
er before have troops, guns, armor 
and supplies been put ashore with 
such speed despite a slow begin- 
ning and when the enemy was 
fighting to crack the American 


" landings. 


I believe the Germans now have 
lost their chance to break the 
bridgehead. They lost that chance 
the first two days of the invasién 
when they committed their re- 
serves to desperate battle. The 
doughboys charged across the 
beaches and the enemy was un- 
able to launch a counterattack. 

Magnificent Air Support. 

Allied air support is magnifi- 
cent and not a single enemy 
plane has been seen over this 
beachhead during the daylight 
hours since the landing in this 
sector. 

Indications show that the Ger- 
mans are unable to rush in heavy 
reinforcements with any speed be- 
cause our ajr forces have bombed 
the railway lines. 

The big share of the credit still 
goes to the doughboys who blasted 
their way ashore four days ago in 
one of the most magnificent dem- 
onstrations of courage and skill 
by American troops in this war. 
They still are fighting and adding 
new glory to the division's name. 

Snipers Troublesome. 

Now the Germans are fighting 
guerrilla warfare in a desperate 
attempt to stop the Americans 
and they are making great use of 
snipers. 

The enemy is _ fighting from 
trees, hedgerows, buildings, farm- 
houses, and sending snipers infil- 
trating our lines ‘to Rarass the 
rear, but they have been unable 
to halt the advance. 

There was one verified case of 
a sniper being found garbed in 
the clothing of an American sol- 
dier. 

Outside the town in this area, 
the Germans are spotting our ad- 
vance from dugouts, 

The German sniping technique 
is to leave one or two men with 
machine pistols, rifles and ammu-

nition hidden in the trees or along 
the thick hedgerows which border 
Normandy’s narrow, winding 
lanes.

But the doughboys stalk them 
down, and few snipers come back 
alive. Most of them are very 
young or men in their forties or 
fifties. During the night the Ger- 
mans send sniping patrols to 
rough our lines, but these tactics, 
while irritating, have not stoppea 
the infantry. 

Never before have the Germans 
used such tactics against Ameri- 
can troops, but this country lends 
itself to this type of fighting., The 
héigerows are very thick and each 
neat field is bordered heavily by 
trees or shrubbery, instead of fenc- 
ing. Green oak, beech and elm 
trees provide cover for snipers, 


JAPANESE SHELL CHANGSHA: 
CHINESE STORMING LUNGLING 


CHUNGKING, June 10 (AP).—

U. 8S. to Import Argentine Corn. 

The War Food Administration 
announced today that it had ar- 
ranged for the July importation 
of six million bushels of corn from 
Argentina to help relieve an acute 
domestic shortage. 

Needed for livestock feed and 
for food processing and other es- 
sential war uses, the corn will be 
brought in under shipping ar- 
rangements made with the War 
Shipping Administration and pri- 
vate importers. 

The WFA said the plans are be- 
ing made for additional shipments 
‘until this year’s domestic corn 
crop becomes available in Novem- 
ber. No figures as to the total 
amount to be imported were given 
in the official announcement, but 
some officials said 40 million 
bushels was the present goal.

There Is a Big Boom in 


Baseball Gambling, Too. 

ECORDS are being set at 
race tracks by persons who 
insist on wagering that one 
horse can run faster than an- 
other and the full pocketbooks 
of the sports fans are reflected 
in increased gambling at the 
ball parks, too. Baseball makes 
a great fuss about hating 
gamblers, but in virtually every 
park there is a particular part 
of the stands where the gam- 
blers congregate daily, where 
bets on all phases of a ball game 
are made freely and in most 
cases openly. In Boston, at the 
Braves’ park, the gamblers con- 
gregate in the right field seats. 
In Philadelphia there’s a bulge 
of humanity each day in the 
lower deck of the two-deck 
bleachers. A _ telegraph opera- 
tor, asked why there were so 
many people in that section, 
compared to others tn the same 
general area, explained that was 
where the gamblers hung out, 


In St. Louis customers have 
complained that on busy days 
they had to push through mill- 
ing groups of gamblers who ac- 
tually caused congestion in the 
aisle behind their favorite sec- 
tions. 


They bet on the outcome of 
the game, the odda shift with 
the score and money changes 
hands with each base hit and 
at the end of each inning. Of- 
ficers of the law and officials 
of ball clubs, unless they choose 
to be blind. know what is go- 
ing on, but do nothing about it,

Not that gamblers are en- 
tirely objectionable. We always 
have found gamblers to be 
kindly people, and fundamen- 
tally honest. Their. word is their 
bond. And they are generous 
and understanding, frequently 
with better impulses than seem- 
ingly sanctimonious persona, 
But the point is that baseball 
considers them objectionable.

This week's long awaited Euro-| 
pean invasion found the stock 
market with its defenses well 
manned and buying power plenti- 
ful for a wide list of peace-rated 
issues that stand to reap quick 
benefits from victory. 

Heavy demand for motors and 
accessories, low-priced and other- 
wise, continued in today’s brief 
session. Numerous favorites 
touched peaks for the year or 
longer with gains of fractions to 


fore than a point. Blocks of 
1000 to 10,000 shares crowded the 
ticker tape and turnover of 727,- 
170 compared with 385,540 last 
Saturday and was the largest for 
a short stretch since March 18, 
which was the best Saturday 
mark since July 31, 1943. 

The week's volume was 5,942,537 
shares, compared with 4,392,930 
the preceding week and 5,262,570 
the corresponding week last year. 

Automotive Group Sprints. 

The automotive group began 
sprinting at the start. While a 
number of pivotals lagged—these 
still were restrained by thoughts 
of postwar reconversion difficul- 
ties—gainers were well in_ the 
majority at the close. 

The Associated Press 60-stock 
average was up .2 of a point at 
53 but on the week showed a net 
decline of as much. At that, it 
was only .4 under its recent high- 
est level since 1937.

UNION ELECTRIC SEEKS 
KEOKUK AGREEMENT 


Modifies Refinancing Plan to 
Meet Objection From 
Stockholders. 


Officers of Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri were busy in New 
York yesterday, and expected to 
be occupied further today, in pre- 
paring a modification of a refi- 
nancing plan which they hope will 
overcome the objects of a large 
minority group of stockholders of 
a subsidiary, Mississippi River 
Power Co. 

A hearing before the Securities 
and Exchange Commission at 
Philadelphia on the refinancing 
proposal, which was interrupted 
at the start Thursday by the un- 
expected opposition, has been or- 
dered reconvened tomorrow morn- 
ing. It had been adjourned to 
next Wednesday, but was moved 
up yesterday by agreement of all 
parties, indicating an expectation 
that a gettlement might be 
reached, 

It was not certain yesterday, 
however, whether the hearing 
would proceed. The Union Elec- 
tric representatives have an ap- 
pointment with officials of the 
SEC utilities division at Philade)- 
phia two hours ahead of the time 
set for the hearing. If the modi- 
fication under consideration meets 
with a generally favorable recep- 
tion at this conference—no com- 
mitment will be sought from the 
SEC representatives—it doubtless 
will be submitted at once at the 
hearing. 

Efforts to draft the modifica- 
tion ideas in proper legal form 
were under way yesterday at the 
office of Sullivan & Cromwell, 
New York lawyers for the North 
American Co., parent of Union 
Electric. At that office were J. 
W. McAfee, president of Union 
Electric; John A. Woodbridge, 
vice-president and general counsel, 
and Eugene J. Shapiro, secretary, 
while at the office of an account- 
ing firm, working on other phases, 
were A. H. Schettler, comptroller, 
and R, D, White, assistant comp- 
troller, 

McAfee, speaking to the 
Post-Dispatch by telephone from 
New York, said the delay was cost- 
ing the Union Electric system 
about $1000 a day, on the basis 
that it would save that much in 
excess profits taxes and other tax- 
es by carrying out the corporate 
simplification involved in the re- 
financing plan. In addition, con- 
summation of the plan would re- 
sult in reduction of fixed interest 
charges. 

The plan calls for elimination of 
Mississippi River Power, which 
operates the big Keokuk dam, and 
of another operating subsidiary, 
and would wipe out Union Elec- 
tric’s $12,185,813 investment in the 
common stock of Mississipi River 
Power. Owners of about a quarter 
of the Mississippi River Power 
preferred stock, being chiefly in- 
surance companies and charitable 
institutions, objected to the plan 
to make an even exchange, share 
for share, of new Union Electric 
preferred stock for their holdings, 
involving, incidentally, a cut in 
dividend rate from 6 to 4% per 
cent, 

The principal complaint was that 
there was no provision for meet- 
ing a requirement for a call pre- 
mium of $15 per share on each 
$100 par share of Missiasippt River 
Power preferred. The objectors 
want cash at $115 a share, As 
they have threatened protracted 
litigation, there was speculation 
that their demand might have to 
be met substantially, if the re- 
financing plan was to be carried 


out.

NeW MOVE 10 OPEN 
CENTRAL BANK IN CITY 


Motion for Rehearing Plea 
Denied 4 Years Ago Is Be- 
fore State Board. 


Renewed efforts to obtain a 
charter for the proposed new Cen- 
tral Bank of St. Louis, which was 
denied one in 1940 by State Fi- 
nance Commissioner R. Waldo 
Holt, are being made by its or- 
ganizers who hope to open the de- 
pository in quarters formerly oc- 
cupied by the old Grand National 
Bank in the Continental Building, 
3617 Olive street.

Issue Has Been 
Fought Over Before. 


The same issue has been fought out in 
the halls of Congress and in the nation be- 
fore, and opponents of compulsory training 
won. The conflicting views, of course, 
shake down to the age-old argument as to 
whether preparation breeds violence or 
serves as a flaming shield to warn tres- 
passers away,

Many others rushed to his support. The 
proposals were killed, and the unwilling- 
ness of Congress to adopt any kind of con- 
scription was demonstrated as late as 1935.

Constitutional Convention in adopting 
the proposal to give the Supreme Court 
of Missouri the rule-making power can- 
not be over-emphasized. 

For almost a quarter of a century, the 
Missouri Bar Association, the Bar As- 
sociation of St. Louis and lawyers of 
St. Louis and throughout Missouri have 
striven to improve the operation of the 
courts by a modern system of court pro- 
cedure. Efforts have been made to 
change our antiquated code of criminal 
procedure so that it would measure up 
to the vital needs of justice. Until the 
convention acted, all of such efforts in 
the field of criminal procedure have met 
with complete defeat by the Legislature. 

The convention now opens the way 
for progress. It should not be overlooked 
that the convention has, in addition, 
done excellent work with other meas- 
ures to improve our judicial system. It 
has retained the present method of judi- 
cial selection, made some improvement 
with respect to the Justice of the Peace 
courts, provided for the service of wom- 
‘en on juries; permitted the taking of 
depositions by the State in criminal 
causes; provided for an accused in a 
criminal cause voluntarily to waive a 
jury and be tried by the Court; and 
eliminated the Coroner as a constitu- 
tional officer, thereby laying the founda. 
tion for a modern Medical Examiner’s 
Act to supersede the present outmoded 
Coroner’s practices. 

The convention is proving its value. 
It has, on the whole, done a fine job 
and the members of the convention 
merit the gratitude of every citizen of 
Missouri.

The Politics of War 


There are no serious questions to ask about 
American military strategy. The people have con- 
fidence in our generalship in all theaters of war, 
and in the added assurance that lives will not be 
squandered, but guarded preciously. 

There are serious questions to be asked of an- 
other, yet inseparable, phase of our strategy, and 
this is the time to demand answers to them. 

The anomalous position of Gen. de Gaulle and 
the France he symbolizes, of Italy, of Tito and 
Yugoslavia, of Greece, of certain other Balkan 
states, must be clarified. American statesamah- 
ship, in most of these instances, has broken down. 

Today, on the Continent we have invaded, are 
millions of people who have gone on fighting 
Nazis for four and five years, not because they 
had military power to meet them, but because 
they had ideas, political ideas. They don’t want 
masters; they want freedom. And freedom is an 
idea, not a gun in the hand. 

The Nazis had a political idea, too, the New 
Order. Napoleon had his—la gloire. The Japs 
have one—the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity 
Sphere. The Allies have one, set forth in the 
Atlantic Charter, in the Four Freedoms, in the 
Moscow and Teheran declarations, and it is the 
kind of idea that inflames men's minds because 
it promises them that, in the words of Mr, 
Churchill, they can “work out their own destiny.” 

Iiow have we failed in putting the idea to 
work? Putting it to work means gaining allies, 
inspiring them to fight beside us, saving Ameri- 
can lives, shortening the war and building friend- 
ly, responsible governments in Europe that are 
safe democracies instead of capricious and ambi- 
tious dictatorships. Sound politics put into prac- 
tice, like battles fought as well as planned, wins 
wars. It can win peace as well. 

Probably the most serious political mistake we 
have made is our failure to recognize and wel- 
come allies, men who fought Fascism while most 
of us were still blinking at it. 

Our policy-makers shunned De Gaulle and 
played politics with French Fascists, collabora- 
tionists, authoritarians. They shunned the Ital- 
ian refugees from Fascism in this country, 
spurned the organized anti-Fascists of Italy after 
it was invaded, and even after they were in the 
ascendancy, withheld any public recognition of 
them whatsoever. They welcomed both King 
Peter and King George to this country on official 
visits, yet continue to ignore the leaders of anti- 
monarchial, anti-authoritarian resistance groups 
who stayed at home to fight, who want none of 
Kings and their dictator-making ways when the 
war is done. 

All this is bad politics, for war or for peace. For 
war, in the case of France, it is extremely bad pol- 
itics. There are no sizable French forces sharing 
in the liberation up to this time. There would 
have been no important French voice speaking to 
the vast underground on D-day had not Mr. 
Churchill sent his own plane to fetch Gen. de 
Gaulle from Algiers. At a time when De Gaulle 
should, to expedite the Allied cause, be in France, 
he must come to America to confer with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt about the recognition we should 
have been glad to give a year ago. 

In the case of Italy, American support of, the 
anti-Fasciat groups should have been forthcoming 
from the beginning. We should have said: ‘“Or- 
ganize a democratic government, conduct local 
elections, raise a citizens’ army, and we will be 
in favor of publishing armistice terms and ac- 
cepting you as an ally.” 

To the Yugoslavs, who knew what dictatorship 
was like under King Alexander and Regent 
Prince Paul, and to Greeks who knew it under 
King George’s Metaxas, we should have sent the 
same democratic message. Ours is the country, re- 
member, where Thomas Jefferson's “full tide of 
successful experiment” has never ebbed. 

As it happens, these people are straightening 
things out for themselves, in spite of the fact 
that we have actually hindered them, much less 
lent support. Our strategy has been that of win- 
ning engagements alone, neglecting to win grati- 
tude and leadership and trust. 

War has twin sons: politics and battles. They 
are the Gemini of all conflict, the wise Castor of 
statesmanship and the strong Pollux of military 
might. We need not depend on the German strat- 
egist Clausewitz for the page that reads: “War 
is an instrument of policy.” Long before his day 
and the days of the Caesars, men fought, not only 
for political reasons, but with them, knowing that 
opinions of others can be an enemy or an ally. 

“Men fight better,” Spinoza said, “with ideas 
at the end of their bayonets.” We have the ideas. 
It is not quite too late to start putting them to 
work. 
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No Strikes on the Docket 


The best news of the week on the home front 
is the brief report from the War Labor. Board: 
for the first time since its creation in 1942, not 
a single strike is on the WLB docket. Regional 
boards over the country also have clean slates, 
save for minor exceptions. A. few local work 
stoppages are reported here and there, but all 
are on the way to adjustment. 

This, the country will earnestly hope, means 
that labor and management have buckled down 
to the business of getting along with each other 
while they turn out the weapons and supplies for 
the invasion front. It means, we hope, that the 
workerg will stay on the job hereafter, no mat- 
ter if they have grievances, and will let the prop- 
er official bodies take any future disputes in 
hand for adjustment. 

The country’s tremendous production record 
has been sadly marred by the strike epidemic, 
even though only a troublesome minority has 
been responsible. If the WLB docket remains 
clear from now on, it will bring huge relief on 
both the home front and the war fronts. 
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More Court Progress in Sight 

Twice in a week the Constitutional Convention 
has distinguished itself by forthright action in 
favor of enlightened reform of the judiciary. 

Accepting the courageous lead of Delegate Guy 
B. Park, former Governor, the convention has 
approved a provision to confer on the State Su- 
preme Court full authority to prescribe rules 
of practice and procedure for all the courts of 
Missouri. Action had been taken earlier to keep 
in the Constitution the non-partisan plan for se- 
lection and retention of Judges. 

If the proposal approved last week is adopted 
by the voters, a long strijle will have been taken 
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toward modernization of the State’s judicial sys- 
tem. It then will be possible for the Supreme 
Court to eliminate many cumbersome and ob- 
structive practices, some of which are used by 
clever and unscrupulous lawyers to the ad- 
vantage of the criminal element. 

On the whole, the convention is doing a worthy 
job in raising the standards of the whole judi- 
ciary, from the J. P. courts to the Supreme Court. 
The convention last week went far toward win- 


ning the gratitude of the people.

For Justice at Home 

The Senate hag a decision to make this week. 
It has appropriated billions of dollars for the 
making of war. Does it want to carry the stigma 
of failing to appropriate a paltry $585,000 to help 
keep peace and establish justice at home? 

A half-million is the stake of the Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Committee in the general offices 
appropriation bill—a stake already approved by 
the House. There, the people’s representatives 
did not let poll-tax prejudices obscure for them 
the reasons why an FEPC ig necessary. A major- 
ity of them could understand that this is no 
Southern issue, but a national one; that demo- 
cratic government cannot permit discrimination 
on account of race, creed or color where it is 
spending citizens’ money for goods and services, 

It cannot permit racial persecution in connec- 
tion with Government business. It cannot mobil- 
ize industrially for war if part of the people are 
prevented from mobilizing by discriminatory 
unions or employers. 

An end of FEPC would mean discontent now, 
trouble later, and serious provocation of those 
minorities problems that are, to begin with, in- 
execusable under our Constitution. 

FEPC, like the War Labor Board, makes rec- 
ommendations rather than judicial decisions, It 
has adjusted 989 cases within a recent six-month 
period. Each of these was a contribution to na- 
tional unity, to civilian and soldier morale, to 
economic peace, to man-power stabilization. 
Without court powers, with bigotry for a target, 
it has done its job well, handling a case load that 
is 10 per cert religious discrimination, 5 per cent 
discrimination on account of national origin and 
the rest largely concerned with making fullest 
use of ‘Negro man power. 

The Senate must take, as the House has taken, 
a nation-wide view of the necessity for FEPC 
and give it congressional sanction by direct ap- 
propriation. This is the best way of making 
the public aware of the need, as recognized by 
a bill now in House committee, for extending 
FEPC into the postwar period. 
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There /s a Hurry on the Airstrip 

The “What's the hurry?” school of thought is 
nothing new. It probably delayed construction 
of “the topless towers of Ilium.” Today’s news 
carries good reason why it must not be permitted 
to work against the Jefferson Memorial Airstrip 
plans. 

The National Aviation Trades Association las 
decided that its annual convention will be held 
in St. Louis next December. Chief reason for that 
decision, according to a wire from ita president, 
Col, Roscoe Turner, world-known apeed pilot: Aas- 
sumption that the riverfront landing strip will 
be ready before then. 

NATA members, like increasing numbers of 
business men, fly where they’re going. A river- 
front strip will put them, in St. Louis, five min- 
utes from the place of meeting. 

Turner adds: “If that field is not ready for 
use at that time, what a comedown!” 

No better illustration could be given of the 
economic importance of the try-out strip. Even 
if an act of Congress is necessary, the people of 
St. Louis have a right to use that part of the 
riverfront area, which interferes with no other 
Memorial plans, for an airstrip unduplicated in 
any city in the nation. 
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Double-Talk About OPA 


The Senate’s vote on the price-control bill 
amounted to a decision to extend price control 
and kill it with amendments. 

The Senators who voted for the lethal amend- 
ments, including Missouri’s Clark, have voted a 
burden on the people which is estimated by OPA 
at 225 to 350 million dollars a year in increased 
prices of clothing and other textiles—just as a 
starter, 

If the House should be so foolish as to follow 
the Senate’s lead, consumers might expect to be 
gouged similarly for the more abundant profit 
of every other type of industrial production. 
Every special interest in the United States would 
have a neatly engraved invitation to come to Con- 
gress for special favors at the expense of the 
consumers. 

The cotton amendment sponsored by Bank- 
head of Alabama would, OPA Administrator 
Bowles has warned, “shatter the entire stabiliza- 
tion structure.”

It says to the 
great public, which wants price control, that it 
can have price control, It says to the small and 
grasping special-interest groups, which want 
lush profits at the consumers’ expense, that they 
can have those profits. The Senators “who voted 
for this raid on the ordinary citizen’s pocket- 
book should give over talking double-talk and 
start talking sense.

‘Decentralized and diversified industry is the key to economic 
equilibrium, and to assuring security after the war, says head 
of Government agency; little establishments challenge the ef- 
ficiency of big ones and offer opportunity to returning soldiers. 


Maury Maverick, Chairman of the Smaller War Plants Corporation, 
in the Progressive, Madison, Wis. 


As chairman and general manager of 
the Smaller War Plants Corporation, I 
have a definite governmental task to per- 
form. This is important in itself, but I 
can bring to it the greater enthusiasm and 
devotion because it is an indispensable 
factor in promoting the economic, social 
and political system which I hope to see 
emerge in postwar days-—-a system which 
will asgure economic security, social jus- 
tice and political democracy. 


The SWPC was set up June 11, 1942. Its 
purpose was to mobilize small business ag- 
gressively, redress the unequal balance be- 
tween small and big business by increasing 
the granting of prime and subcontracts for 
war goods to smaller plants, as well as to 
step up essential civilian production, 


We intend to fight not merely for equal 
treatment but for preferential treatment, 
since the war program has tended to dis- 
tort still further the inequalities already 
existing in our economic structure. 


Not Against Big Business 


I am not engaged in any crusade against 
big business as such. Big business is not of 
itself an evil thing, any more than a little 
business is good just because it is little. We 
Americans should, and will, have big busi- 
ness concerns; we should, and will, have 
mass production on a grand-scale. But 
we must also realize that our 3,000,000 lit- 
tle businesses and plants must be pre- 
served. 

If- we let our little businesses be gobbled 
up by cartels and monopolies, then our lit- 
tle people—-and most of us are little people 
~-will be gobbled up in turn, 

Big business is and can be efficient only 
if there is an absolutely free opportunity 
for small business to challenge the leaders. 
It is efficient in a real sense only if there 
is an opportunity for new energy and new 
methods to move in and challenge any ex- 
isting business, 

Where is there efficiency in a system 
which brought about the notorious short- 
ages of war materials just before the out- 
break of the war—tell me that?. There is 
a deadly parallel between the degree of 
concentration of industry and the acute 
shortages of raw materials which plagued 
the nation in the early days of this war. 


Diversification Is Needed 


We need a decentralization of industry 
throughout the United States. We. will 
have more stable economic conditions if 
we have a diversification of industry, not 
only in big cities like Washington, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia and New York, but also 
in cities of 50,000 to 250,000. 


If we can have decentralization and di- 
versification of industry, we are likely to 
have a more healthy economy and a better 
economic equilibrium, When our boys come 
back from the war we should do everything 
possible to prevent a re-concentration of 
industry in a few big cities, intensifying 
housing problems, crime, vice, poverty and 
all other familiar social problems. 

We cannot have national prosperity or 
a healthy system of small business unless 
we have real free enterprise. 

Many who now carry on propaganda for 
free enterprise do not really believe in ftee 
enterprise at all. All they want is to free 
business ente?prise from healthy and nec- 


essary public control and regulation, so 
they can impose their own controls and re- 
straints on business in the form of cartels, 
monopolies, price-rigging, curtailment of 
output and the like—those things that 
helped bring on the great depression of 1929. 


What I mean is truly free enterprise with 
new ideas, new projects, new materials 
and new methods of production. This is 
free enterprise and the American system. 


In Opposition to Cartels 


This means that we are against cartels 
dividing up markets, and against trusts and 
monopolies which ‘cut down production in 
order to keep up prices. This is just what 
kills off small enterprise and impoverishes 
the nation. This nation must become free 
from the chains of economic domination. 


Our American economy will be sounder 
and safer if there is a wide distribution of 
ownership and management in our produc- 
tion facilities. Large businesses must not 
be permitted to put iron fences around 
their spheres of influence by the exercise 
of any monopoly power or unfair trade 
practices, Our anti-monopoly laws should 
be vigorously enforced. 


After the war, we shall have a backlog 
of essential public improvements costing 
from 30 to 50 billion dollars—public health, 
reforestation, irrigation, conservation, build- 
ing of highways, slum clearance, and all 
the rest. There is going to be a great deal 
of essential city planning—rehousing, even 
the breaking up of our great city concen- 
trations and the redistribution of city pup- 
ulations in smaller and more human resi- 
dential centers. We require these things 
not only to furnish employment for the 
needy, but for the welfare of the nation. 


Gains Are Here to Stay 


Public works are not the only type of 
governmental aid we are going to continue 
and expand. The social gains of the last 
10 or 12 years have now come to be ac- 
cepted. I can remember the bitter opposi- 
tion I once received for supporting labor 
legislation, social security, minimum wage 
laws and the like, They are now taken for 
granted, and those who fiercely opposed 
them when they were being adopted do 
not even suggest abandoning them today. 


But these social gains are only the start 
for those which will be needed after the 
war. They are the foundation on which 
we must build a better America for all— 
the cornerstone of social justice. 


Finally, it is well to remember that the 
economic and social democracy which free 
enterprise, small business and social legis- 
lation will produce—and must produce—is 
also the basis of political democracy. If 
we have giant economic concerns, this 
means economic dictatorship, and economic 
dictatorship leads directly to political dic- 
tatorship. 

We can assaire political democracy only 
by making it certain that we first have 
economic democracy. If we wish to escape 
political dictators, we must see to it that 
we avoid economic dictatorship.

A Boy Emerges From Childhood 
In Pages of an Excellent Novel 


"The Cabin,” by Marquis W. Childs. (Harper & 
Kros., New York.) 


The form of the novel {!s used far too 
often as a sugar-coating to make palatable 
the author’s social message or as a veil to 
disguise a dflary-like account of the author's 
experiences and prejudices. Though Mr. 
Childs’ opinions on politics and economics 
are clearly expressed in his other books 
and in his newspaper column, they do not 
even flavor this novel, 

The subject of this book Its the study 
of a boy’s passage from childhood to ado- 
leacence, but the reader need never feel 
that the protagonist is Childs himself mod- 
estly wearing a pseudonym. If the reader 
shares this reviewer's belief that the novel 
at its best should not be a vehicle for propa- 
ganda or autobiography incognito, then he 
will find “The Cabin” a sensitive and ob- 
jective account of a 13-year-old’s mixed 
motives and attitudes. 

The uncertainty of this age is illustrat- 
ed by Rob Dennet’s alternate sharing of the 
interests of his younger brother and his 
cousin and by his feeling of troubled su- 
periority to their activities, 
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To them in their innocence, sex is some- 
thing to snicker about and no more inter- 
esting than any other forbidden subject. 
To him, sex has a confused and compelling 
attraction, Fascinated by the disclosures 
of a grosser and more sophisticated friend, 
he is at the same time repelled and shamed. 
These episodes are described frankly, yet 
with none of the over-emphasis which is 
evidence of a desire to shock. 

Rob’s progress into adolescence is even 
more clearly marked by his changing at- 
titude toward adults. His brother and his 
cousin accept them as providers and guar- 
dians to be loved, to be outwitted and to 
be accepted as naturally inexplicable. Rob 
begins to see them as individuals like him- 
self, to criticise their motives, and to as- 
sert himself as a personality. 

These “long, long thoughts” of youth ap 
pear in all their naivete, directness and 
egotism in Mr. Childs’ excellent novel.

A Bag of Tricks.

Retains Nonpartisan Plan, Gives Supreme 


Court Judges Power to Make Rules and 
Transfer Jurists Where Needed — Last 
Hurdle Still to Be Cleared.

T a regional meeting of the American Bar Association in St. 

Louis in February, Justice Laurance M. Hyde of the Missouri Su- 

preme Court outlined a plan for revision of the Missouri judicial 
system to make it cohesive and manageable, flexible and adaptable, 
to provide speedy justice and certainty and uniformity in the law. 


Judge Hyde said that if the 
Constitutional Convention retained 
the nonpartisan court plan, gave 
the Supreme Court the power to 
establish rules of practice and pro- 
cedure and made it possible to use 
the judicial personnel of the State 
where needed, Missouri would 
have a judicial system equal to 
that of any state and superior to 
those of three-fourths of the 
states. 

In the opinion of Richard 5S. 
Righter of Kansas City, chairman 


of the Judicial Department Com- 


mittee of the convention, and 
many other lawyers, that has been 
accomplished in the Judicial Ar- 
ticle agreed on by the convention 
for in the proposed new consti- 
tution. 

The result was not obtained 
without many weeks of committee 
work, reconciling differences of 
opinion among the lawyers on the 
committee, (there being about as 
many shades of opinion on some 
subjects as there were committee 
members), and whipping into 
shape the article to be presented 
to the convention. Then followed 
many hours of debate on the floor. 
In the end, the article apparently 
attains the purpose toward which 
the more progressive judges and 
lawyers were atriving.

To meet the situations which 
occasionally arise when judges

Through the power to make

Although these rules cannot af- 
fect the constitutional rights of 
individuals, in the opinion of some 
of the leading lawyers in the con- 
vention, some important changes 
can be made to bring about better 
law enforcement and better pro- 
tection of the rights of the public. 

Lawyer-members of the Legis-

effort to repeal statutes which

often escape conviction. 

It is also probable the Supreme 
Court could require that in dis- 
missal of criminal cases the prose- 
cuting officer should be required 
to file a detailed statement of his 
reasons, thus checking the num- 
ber of “fixed cases.” 

These are examples. Under the 
rule-making power the Supreme 
Court can establish any rules deal- 
ing with procedure in the courts 
so long as the rules do not vio- 
late constitutional rights or change 
the rules of evidence,

“It seems to me,” said Senator 
Austin on that occasion, “that a 
minimum requirement is a coun- 
cil, or similar body, a judicial sys- 
tem, and a military organization 
which need not be more inte- 
grated than through a joint chiefs 
of staff.” 

The major difference that ap- 
peared in the conferences—and 
a highly significant difference— 
had to do with timing. The 
majority favored establishment 
of the proposed international or- 
ganization prior to the defini- 
tive peace settlement; the mi- 
nority held that establishment 
should wait upon the settlement. 
The question, in other words, 
was whether the organization 
should be formed now (meaning 
as soon as possible) or merely 
planned now. 

Though they have declined to 
reveal what took place in the 
conferences with Hull, Senators 
La Follette and Vandenberg 
have subsequently issued state- 
ments which show that they ad- 
vocated a waiting policy. These 
two speak for the group of Sen- 
ators who in the past have been 
labelled as “isolationist” — the 
group which might, tn the event 
of disagreement with the ad- 
ministration over peace terms, 
rally the one more than one- 
third necessary to prevent 
treaty ratification. 

Vandenberg and LaFollette take 
the position, as expressed in a 
formal statement by the latter, 
that “the future consideration of 
any plan worked out as a result 
of these conversations, the estab- 
lishment of an organization and 
the participation of the United 
States in it, must depend upon 
the negotiation of just peace 
terms.” 

It is the nub of this position 
that trading advantages enjoyed 
by the United States would be 
foreclosed by its joining an inter- 
national organization prior to the 
writing of final peace terms on 
European boundaries and other 
contentious questions to be en- 
countered at the peace table. The 
rights of small nations in such 
an event, it is maintained, would 
be jeopardized. The position can 
be summed up in the contention 
that “a good league cannot cure 

a bad peace.” 

The majority at the Hull con- 
ferences argued that the peace 
negotiations would be facilitated 
and the hand of the United States 
strengthened by its active, work- 
ing partnership in an international 
body pledged to the maintenance 
of peace and security. 

Question of Sovereignty. 

The question of “sovereignty” 
did not worry the conferees, It 
appeared to be the consensus that 
a nation lost none of its sovereign- 
ty when it tossed some of it, 
s0 to speak, voluntarily into a 
common pot. Vandenberg’s state- 
ment on sovereignty at the Re- 
publican conference at Mackinac 
Island last September supplied a 
meeting ground: “Sovereignty pos- 
seases within itself the right to 
part with any portion of it by 
its own act of self-determination. 
That, in itself, is an act of sov- 
ereignty.” 

The senatorial group and Sec- 
retary Hull were agreed that 
“human rights” should he 
stressed in the peace terms; that 
the proposed international or- 
ganization should be a partner- 
ship of states and not a govern- 
ment; that it should be open to 
all states; large and small; that 
the door should be kept open 
for the admission of the present 
Axis powers after they shall have 
qualified as “peace-loving pow- 
ers.” The idea of an interna- 
tional army or police force ap- 
pears to have been dismissed as 
unrealistic. 

Vandenberg and La _ Follette 
joined with the other Senators in 
approving Secretary Hull's an- 
nounced proposal to invite Great 
Britain, China, Russia and other 
United Nations to send represen- 
tatives here for informal discus- 
sions of world security plans, 

No Blank Check. 

That the United States is pre- 
pared to offer a well-defined plan, 
the details of which have been 
worked out in many months of 
research by a planning organiza- 
tion in the State Department, 
seemed clear to the Senators who 
sat around Hull’s table.

| A case in point is France, which, 
before the war, had one of the 
largest and most elaborately or- 
ganized conscript armies in the 
world. Immense sums had~been 
‘spent to construct the Maginot 
‘Line and to make the country im- 
\pregnable against assault. But de- 
‘fensive strategy, as the world soon 
found out, failed to stop the at- 
tack by skilled Nazi troops who 
had been trained in offensive war- 
fare. France’s great conscript 
army and massive concrete em- 
placements went for naught. 


Thus, should postwar conscrip- 
tion in the United States be ac- 
cepted—and all signs point to its 
adoption even before the end of 
‘hostilities—a heavy responsibility 
‘would lie with our administrators 
to maintain the training program 
‘at a peak of efficiency through 
constant revisions and moderniza- 
tions. Should universal conscrip- 
tion here be accepted in a spirit 
of reluctance and resignation by 
the trainees, and should the pro- 
gram be directed on fixed, unpro- 
gressive lines, it seems reasonable 
to assume that it would give the 
nation no more protection against 
aggression than the shattered 
Maginot Line.

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Casualty Telegrams 


Tactful Messengers 
Try to Soften Shock 


By Clarissa Start 
HERE is more to the delivery of a telegram than ringing 
T a doorbell and handing over the yellow envelope. In war- 

time, particularly, the work of the Western Union mes- 
senger requires tact, presence of mind, and a large share of 
human understanding, because of one important class of mes- 
sages he delivers—the casualty messages. Since the beginning 
of the war, all Western Union employes, especially those han41- 
picked messengers chosen to deliver casualty messages, have 
been instructed in the importance of handling wires concern- 
ing men in military service. “Always remember a casualty 
message demands the best service you can perform,” ig the 
wording on a poster before their eyes. 
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@ “THE GOVERNMENT IS doing everything possible to in- 
sure the delivery of these messages,” L. A. Swensen, superin- 
tendent of the company, sald, “and the telegraph company is 
doing everything it can to soften the shock, The Government 
authorizes us to pay up to five dollars and sometimes in excess 
of that for the delivery of any casualty message in our terri- 
tory, which includes an area of 25 miles outside of St. Louls. 
Casualty messages cannot be telephoned, they must be deliv- 
ered in person. We surround them with all possible safeguards 
to be sure this is done. Telephone operators are told to scruti- 
nize each message before starting delivery and to return any 
casualty messages to the supervisor. All such messages are 
listed on a form for special handling. Also they must be de- 
livered after seven a. m. and before 10 p. m. Those hours are 
set because of the fear that the person might be alone and it 
would be hard to rouse neighbors very early in the morning 
or late at night.” 
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This precaution is necessary because the responsibil- 
ity of the messenger does not end with the delivery of 
the telegram. In the booklet on delivery procedure he 
is warned “that while acting entirely natural in making 
the delivery and not announcing or divulging the nature 
of the message, he should be alert for any reaction to 
the news.” If there is no other adult member of the 
family around and the news seems to produce severe 
shock, messengers are instructed to call in one of the 
neighbors to help.

of the Metropolitan Opera, here 
to dance in the performances of 
“Open Road” and “Vagabond 
King.” It has been four years 
since she last saw Paris, her birth- 
place, and her parents, whose 
home is in the French capital. 

“They have been there all 
through this war, and I am sure 
that someday soon I will be able 
to go back to Paris for our re- 
union,” she says. 

“We who dance for a living 
came to America to escape Hit- 
ler,” admits the pretty little danc- 
er, who is just 21. “We began to 
arrive about five years ago and 
have kept coming, until now near- 
ly every dancer in the world is 
here.

A Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 


HOLLYWOOD, June 10. 


HE other day a major stu- 

dio announced the purchase 

of a stage play for $450,000. 
Nobody batted an eyelash, Al- 
ways up to its knees in dollars, 
Hollywood is now wading 
through them  shoulder-deep. 
Picture costs have soared and 
the end is not yet in sight. 


All anybody in the film busi- 
ness can do is guess about the 
cost of prodifcing a super-movie 
in the near future. Today you 
can build yourself a first-class 
epic for about $3,000,000 (give 
or take a hundred thousand) 
and you can get the standard 
job for considerably less. If you 
are Cecil B: De Mille, and you 
like things done in a big and 
lavish way, you get nicked for 
a little more—maybe a half 
million, 
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That’s the cost of the Old 
Master’s latest opus, “The Story 
of Dr. Wassell.” What the cost 
of De Mille’s next effort will be 
he doesn’t know, and from the 
way he discusses budgets he 
doesn’t particularly care. 


“T am never particularly con- 
cerned with the cost of a pro- 
duction,” De Mille said. “I am 
greatly concerned with the re- 
sult, When the script of my 
picture is finally complete, I 
get the respective bids from 
the respective departments at 
the studio and I soon find out 
what it will cost to make. Then 
I tell my aides to begin work. 
That's all. I know from expe- 
rience that a good picture will 
always produce a profit.” 

A record of the amazing rise 
in the cost of movie-making 
can be gained from an inspec- 
tion of the records of the cost 
of De Mille productions since 
1913. That was the year he 
made the first feature-length 
movie, “The Squaw Man.” He 
made it in Hollywood and its 
success convinced other film 
producers (then working in 
New York and Chicago) to 
move west to California. “The 
Squaw Man” cost exactly $15,- 
450.25. That included the cost 
of the stars’ salaries (Dustin 
Farnum and Winifred Kings- 
ton) and even included De 
De Mille’s salary! Today that 
figure would barely pay the 
salary of a good cameraman. 

Making movies was not an 
expensive business then, Before 
that, De Mille recalled, it was 
even cheaper to make a film. 
“You needed a business office, 
a camera and enough money to 
pay for the film and to cover 
the cameraman’s modest salary. 
Pictures were made mainly by 
the cameraman, The camera- 
man was director, photogra- 
pher, laboratory expert and, 
sometimes, the leading actor. 
He got someone else to turn 
the camera when he played a 
scene,” 
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That was approximately 40 
years ago; but by the time the 
feature picture had evolved 
into something more than a 
peep-show along about 1910 and 
onward, the cost had begun to 
mount — and it has never 
stopped. De Mille’s second fea- 
ture film, “The Virginian,” 
again starring Dustin Farnum, 
cost $17,028.08, the producer's 
records show. It was released 
in September, 1914. By Febru- 
ary, 1915, the cost of producing 
a picture had progressed con- 
siderably. De Mille’s “The War- 
rens of Virginia,” starring 
James Neill and Mabel Van Bu- 
ren, cost $25,359.59. Its length 
was 4178 feet. By then costs

“Joan the Woman,” starring

low $100,000. De Mille toyed 
with the half-million mark with 
his “Manslaughter,” starring 
Leatrice Joy and Thomas 
Meighan, in 1922 (produced at a 
cost of $384,111.14), and with 
his “Adam's Rib,” starring 
Anna Q. Nilsson and Milton 
Sills, made in 1922 for $408,- 
432.64. 
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The following year, he blew 
the coffers open wide to spend 
the amazing total of $1,475,- 
836.93 to produce “The Ten 
Commandments.” It starred 
Theodore Roberts, with Julia 
Faye, Estelle Taylor, Terrence 
Moore, Nita Naldi, Richard 
Dix and Leatrice Joy in the 
huge supporting cast. 

Flushed with the success of 
“The Ten Commandments,” 
Hollywood forgot costs and the 
wave of lavish spending really 
began. Picture negatives alone 
cost from $12,000 to $20,000 for 
a five-reel feature—a sharp ad- 
vance from the $500 to $1000 
cost of the completed negative 
of a few years back. Stars 
were paid $2000 a week. Story 
costs zoomed to $10,000 and be- 
yond. 

Following “The Ten Com- 
mandments,” De Mille madé a 
series of films for practically 
insignificant sums — such as 
“The Golden Bed” for $437,- 
a ie and “The Volga Boat- 

n” for $495,356.99. 

Then came “The King of 
Kings.” The year was 1926 and 
the cost was a fabulous $2,365,- 
283.95. Hollywood was stunned.

HE forces of democracy and 
liberal postwar planners found 
little cause for rejoicing the 
other day when King Vittorio 
Emanuele of Italy finally signed a 
decree giving up his royal powers 
and naming his son, Crown Prince 
Umberto, Lieutenant General of 
the Realm. The tangled Italian 
political situation had been tem- 
porarily taken out of the snafu 
state, the aging, little king had 
kept his promise to withdraw from 
public life “on the day on which 
Allied troops enter Rome,” and 
technically Italy had changed 
horses in mid-war. Actually the 
new “horse” was of the same color, 
as much of a figurehead and a 
royal rubber stamp as his father. 
Once the problem child of the 
royal family because of his out- 
spoken antagonism toward the 
Fascist cause, Umberto in his 
younger days had the temerity to 
say, ‘When I get to the throne I 
will know how to deal with these 
Black Shirts.” ; 


However, he soon outgrew this 
age of indiscretion, donned the 
black shirt for expediency’s sake, 
and confined his future indiscre- 
tions to the amorous variety. This 
combination of his political and 
personal waverings have hardly 
succeeded in winning for him the 
love and respect of the people he 
will now, in theory, lead. 
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The Lieutenant General of the 
Realm has been in the interna- 
tional public eye for most of his 
39 years, in the role of the dashing, 
debonair, princely playboy, Hand- 
some in a suave and snaky sort of 
way, a friend of Elaa Maxwell, a 
lover of the Maxwell type parties, 
complete with American jazz and 
lots of girls, Umberto spent his 
youth socially and spectacularly 
at the Riviera resorts. 

Shortly after his twenty-first 
birthday speculation began as to 


who would be the lucky girl to 
share his allowance and his pre- 
tensions to the throne. There 
were some early reports that Mus- 
solini planned on marrying the 
House of Savoy to Fascism com- 
pletely by matching up his daugh- 
ter Edda to Umberto. Torn be- 
tween two opinions, the desire to 
see his beloved daughter on the 
throne and his political distrust of 
Umberto, Il Duce wags eventually 
swayed by the latter. 
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His opinion proved to be correct, 
Umberto’s dislike of Fascism in- 
creased until he became known as 
“the only person in Italy who 
openly expressed his disapproval 
of Fascism and was able to stay 
in the country and out of prison.” 

Two years after the marriage 
rumor, Mussolini took care of Um- 
berto politically by abolishing 
automatic succession to the throne 


and amending the Fascist Grand 
Council oath of allegiance to “‘the 
king and his successors” by drop- 
ping the last three words. Um- 
berto was demoted to Prince of 
Piedmont, of importance only on 
the marriage market. 


The Princess Ileana of Rumania 
was the next fancied fiancee of 
Umberto but nothing came of that 
either. Then in 1929 there was a 
series of smal] stories concerning 
the rumored engagement of Um- 
berto and Princess Marie Jose of 
Belgium, The engagement was ru- 
mored, the report was denied and 
termed a “summer heat story,” the 
report was revived, and finally the 
royal wedding was set for Jan- 
uary, 1930. 


A dash of excitement was added 
when a law student, Fernando dil 
Rosa, took a pot shot at Umberto 
on the day the engagement was 
announced. Also King Albert of 
Belgium almost had to take a 
cut in salary because of the Bel- 
Kians’ disapproval of the marriage 
of their Princess to the represen- 
tative of a country where “liberty 
was throttled.” But King Albert 
came back with long and touch- 
ing stories about the love match 
and how Marie Jose was seeking 
“plain happiness — had she to 
choose between the throne and 
happiness she would not have

hesitated to choose the latter.” 

Newspaper columns were filled 
with descriptions of the Princess’ 
50-trunk trousseau, the little old 
Belgian lacemakers who were sit- 
ting up nights whipping together 
filmy, frothy lingerie, the wed- 
ding dress itself, white satin with 
a 15-inch border of ermine, neat 
but not gaudy. Stylists all over 
the world waited breathlessly for 
the Princess to express her opin- 
ion on the problem of the times, 
short skirts versus long skirts. 
The Princess, it was ultimately 
revealed, liked short pleated ones 
with little jackets and basque 
berets to match. 
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The wedding day eclipsed the 
Italian New Year’s, not to men- 
tion an American Fourth of July, 
because fireworks were a part of 
the ceremony, Also a parade with 
bagpipe playing mountaineers, 
white buffaloes, a pageant of an- 
cient Rome, amnesty for 6000 
prisoners, a donation of $26,000 to 
less fortunate brides for dowers, 
a gift of 10,000 pairs of shoes to 
the poor, and a gift to the bride 
from President and Mrs. Hoover 
of 10 Alaskan sealskins. 

Umberto and Marie Jose set out 
on their honeymoon and the bride 
spent most of her time sitting 
around in her little pleated skirts 
with matching basque berets while 
her regal spouse chalked up more 
petty infidelities than, Andy 
Hardy. 

The birth of four children in 
nine years, three daughters and a 
son, managed to tame Umberto’s 
flirtatious spirits somewhat, but 
in many respects he managed to 
remain just a boy at heart. An 
example is the story of the Prince’s 
love of practical jokes “of consid- 
erable ingenuity,” such clever 


pranks ag tying halves of walnut 
shells to a cat’s paws and unloos- 
ing the cat in the darkened bed- 
room of a nervous guest, and, on 
another occasion, sewing up the 
coat sleeves of women guests at a 
dance, 

Not altogether a merry wag, 
Umberto also had his career, a 


military career with a rapid rise 
in rank befitting a Prince. A 
Colonel at 26, he was made a Gen- 
eral in 1941, and a Marshal, high- 
est rank of all, in 1942. In 1943 
he was appointed commander of 
all remaining Italian divisions on 
the Russian front, an empty honor, 
actually intended to get him out of 
Mussolini’s way more than any- 
thing else. His only real war ex- 
perience came during the short 
apan of war with France when he 
led troops, 
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The fall of Mussolini brought 
Umberto back into the political 
picture, but only alightly. It was 
generally believed, during Septem- 
ber and October of 1943, that the 
succession would pass over Umber- 
to, and that Vittorio Emanuele 
would resign in favor of his grand- 
son and namesake, the 6-year-old 
Prince of Naples, Umberto’s son. 
It was not until December that 
support of Umberto’ gained 
strength, chiefly through the ac- 
tivities of the “Blue” party, a 
modern counterpart of the ex- 


Servicemen’s War Veteran Party 
of 1919. In April of this year, the 
King made his promise to step 
down as soon as Rome was cap- 
tured, the promise he has just 
made good. 


That Umberto Is tkelv to have 
anything but smooth sailing in his 
role as, Lieutenant General of the 
Realm was indicated Friday when 
that staunch supporter of royalty, 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio, was 
forced to retire as Italian premier. 
The aged marshal’s withdrawal 
resulted because of opposition to 
him from leaders of major politi- 
cal parties. 

As for the state of mind of the 
Italian people, one observer de- 
ascribed them as “politically uncer- 
tain, apathetic and leaderless.” The 
“Viva Mussolini” and “Viva Dux” 
signs no longer appeared on the 
walls of Italian towns and villages, 
but the signs replacing them 
ranged from “Viva Rex” to “Viva 
Stalin.” 


Probably many Italians, heartily 
sick of the whole business, are in 
full accord with one brush wielder 
who went around painting signs 
that read, “Abbasso Tutti”—“Down 
With Them All,”

Brand Chatillon occasionally trots 
out for the public a solid gold 
cocktail and champagne service 
of 48 pieces, any one of them 
heavy enough to use as a black- 
jack.

traditionally the world’s most 
important emerald brokers, 
sometimes feature a million dol- 
lars worth of emerald neck- 
laces, rings, clips, sprays and 
bracelets at a single time,

How KSD and NBC 
Reported Events 


For 24 Hours on KSD. 


OVERAGE by KSD and the 

NBC of the opening of the 

Allies’ invasion of France was 
planned and carried out wholly 
from the viewpoints of giving ac- 
curate news and comment and of 
insuring that all broadcasts would 
be appropriate for an event of 
such historic and world-wide sig- 
nificance. 


KSD and the NBC broadcast only 
news and comment by reporters 
and commentators qualified by ex- 
perience. From the minute it was 
certain that the invasion was a 
fact until Tuesday midnight, ad- 
vertising of every description was 
eliminated from every KSD and 
NBC program. 

Many programs were changed 
so that they would be in keeping 
with the mental and emotional 
response of listeners to the D Day 
news. In fact, not only had NBC 
made most elaborate preparations 
to report every aspect of the in- 
vasion, but many sponsors had 
ordered in advance, or had them- 
selves prepared, special pro- 
grams to be substituted for their 
regularly scheduled programs on 
the day the Allies should open the 
second front. 


Leading Up to Prayer 


XAMPLES of this on KSD 
were the Ginny Simms, Fibber 
McGee and Molly and Bob 


Hope programs. These were 
planned so that the first two 
would lead up to the President of 
the United States leading the na- 
tion in prayer, and, after an 
interlude of suitable music, the 
Chief Executive would be fol- 
lowed not by Bob Hope, the 
comedian, but by the Bob Hope 
who has learned by countrywide 
and overseas contact with them 
the feelings and spirit of Ameri- 
can service men and women, and 
then by Fred Waring’s program 
centering in the moving hymn, 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,” and 
the stirring “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic.” 

For 24 hours of wholly non- 
commercial broadcasting, KSD 
and the NBC gave listeners 4 
vivid picture of invasion, of en- 
durance and heroism, of the spir- 
itual aspects of the conflict, and 
of the reactions of the people of 
this country and England. 


Long Preparation 


REPARATIONS for this ex- 
P tensive coverage of D-day by 

NBC and KSD as the NBC 
affiliated station in St. Louis be- 
gan more than six months ago 
when Niles Trammel, president of 
NBC, ordered a complete setup 
for reporting the invasion, and 
William F. Brooks, head of the 
NBC news and special events de- 
partment, began increasing the 
London and Mediterranean staffs. 
Seasoned reporters such as W. W. 
Chaplin, John W. Vandercook, 
Merrill Mueller, a veteran of two 
Allied Mediterranean invasions; 
David Anderson, George Y. Whee- 
ler and Edwin Haaker eventually 
were sent to London to assist 
Stanley Richardson, head of the 
NBC London bureau, and John 
McVane. Wright Bryan, manag- 
ing editor of the Atlanta Journal, 
also joined the London staff. (It 
was Bryan who took to London 
the first factual report of the in- 
vasion, and it is believed that his 
was\‘the first descriptive invasion 
story to go on the air.) 

In addition to its Associated 
‘Press news, KSD was able totake 
advantage of this elaborate NBC 
advance news setup and of the 
NBC broadcasts from all over the 
world and throughout this country 
that developed as invasion day 
wore on, 

KSD carried many of the 33 
news and comment broadcasts by 
Robert St. John that ranged from 
two-minute bulletins to half-hour 
programs,

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APTURE of Rome by the Allies last week had 

an importance extending far beyond mili- 
tary considerations. First of the Axis cap- 
itals to fall into Allied hands, Rome represented 
the fountainhead of that political philosophy— 
compounded of tyranny and international law- 
lessness—which the United States and its Allies 
are fighting to obliterate. The ‘‘“March on Rome” 
of Benito Mussolini's Black Shirts in October, 
1922, established Fascism as a nation’s system of 
government. When Mussolini, gorged with power 
and still hungry for more, took Italy into war on 
Ethiopia, there began a new era of armed ag- 
gression in European affairs which wrecked the 
League of Nations and culminated in the present 
war. Occupation of this home of Fascism by 
the forces of democracy, following the ousting of 
Mussolini from his dictatorship last July and the 
capitulation of the successor government of Mar- 


shal Pietro Badoglio in September, can scarcely 
fail to have a moral effect throughout the world. 
In Italy itself, the victory at Rome has taken the 
Allies a long step forward in reg the Italian 
people from German and Fascist . The en- 
thusiasm with which the people of the capital 
welcomed the Fifth Army as liberators suggested 
a desire for freedom which may not be satisfied 
with the King’s relinquishment of power to his 
son, Crown Prince Umberto.
